They 
then drove off at high speed, with 
three of the men inside and one 
sianding on the running board. 

The Crown presented med- 
fcal evidence tending to break down 
YDumini's evidence. Expert opinion 
was that Matteot! probably died 
from knife wounds. 

The defense, which was directed 
by Signor Farinaecl, secretary of 
the Fascist party, maintained that 
Matteottis body when found and 
examined by the Crown’s medical 
experts was badly decomposed and 
that an expert opinion was impos- 
sible. 

“Don’t put too much faith in 
experts,’ was the laconic comment 
made by Dumini from the prison: 
er's cage. 

The fam:ty of Dumrni has asked 
the Fascist party to grant, in rec- 
ognition of the prisoner's services, 
an indemnity of 2,000,000 lire 
(about $80,000), of which 1,000,000 
would be used as a dowry for his 
aister. 

The freedom of action promised 
the journalists who are reporting 
the case already has been tested. 
A group of Fascists pummeled the 
local correspondent of a Bologna 
newspaper because he wrote of the 
somnolence of Chieti.

As a matter of fact, he 
was often wrong in his engineering 
judgment and always ill-advised in 
bis diplomatic negotiations. The 
result was he kept @he administra- 
tion in hot water all the trme, and 
at the end of four years the Mayor, 
Comptroller and principal members 
of the Municipal Assembly and 
himself quietly dropped tinto po- 
litical oblivion and have not been 
heard of since.” It was not shown 
who was the engineer referred to.

Iie told of a visit of the Board 
of Public Service to Cleveland, 
where 40 types of street lamp were 
found on one street, and of the 
use of Holophane lamps, under a 
Westinghouse patent, on Sheridan 
road in Chicago. 

After this inspection he said, 
four members of the Board favored 
globes, and one, not Wall, favored 
lanterns, and that the globe was 
specified by majority vote. 

Tells of Designing Lantern. 

Toensfeldt then told how he 
came to make a design of lantern 
after a conference with his former 
superior, Director Hooke. He said 
a draughtsman was loaned from 
President Kinsey's office to help 
him in the work of design. He 
said that as he did not wish to pay 
the cost of a patent, abeut $200, 
he decided to turn the patent over | 
to the Holophane Co. He said he 
received no money at any time, and 
that only one lamp of his’ design 
was bought by the city. It cost 
$318, including the pattern cost. 
The 200 lamps were bought from 
the eMtal Art Bronze Co., and 
cost $2540.
